will to the judge of probate, inrniuliiug also 
the names of all persons who w onld share in 
his estate if no will we«j made; and that the

udge shall cite these persons to show what ob- 
echon they can suggest. Ai tha hearing the 
udge shall examine the witneunea -produced; 
and if it be shown thatthe testator j»~of sound 
mmd and full testamentary capacity, * decree 
ehall be made accordingly, anit the will thus 
established shall never be set aside for insat«ty 
or want of capaoitv of the testator, or on am 
charge that it wasexecuted through fear,iiaud, 
importunity or undue influence, The testator 
is not to be'required to disclose the contents ot 
the will and is not to be embarrassed or re- 
stricted iu revoking or altering bis will aftei- 
waid. 


The principle of the proposed law seems 


Bound and wholesome. The chief defect in 
the plan will be the practical one that few tes- 
tators will be willing to challenge the inquiry 
it directs. Yet probably few cases would oc- 
cur in which heirs will respond to the citation, 
in which sons or nephews would meet their 
father or uncle face to face in the court-room 
with charges of incapacity to make a will And 
even though such a law were but very seldom 
invoked, itmight be well worth having for the 
expense and scandal it would prevent in the 
few cases. In Una etato there has boon for 
fifty years past a statute embodying the idea 
in part It declares that any person may de- 
posit 
his 
will 
with 
the 
surrogate, or 


other county ofiicera 
named, 
who 
shall 


keep the document safely, and deliver it to the 
testator on his subsequent request, or, after 
his death, to his executor. This law does not 
indeed in terms forestall inqnuy into a testa- 
tor's sanity; yet a jury would bo loth to be- 
lieve that a man who voluntarily presented 
himself at an oflice of county records to de- 
posit his will, and who then appeared to un- 
derstand intelligently what ho was doing, did 
not possess capacity and oxerciso free choice. 
The law has never attracted wide attention; 
yet rumors in the surrogate's ofilce in this city 
are to the effect that about fifty wills a year 
are deposited nnder its provisions This would 
seem to indicate that if tho more efficient 
measure proposed in Michigan wore placed on 
the statute books throughout the country, --1 
made generally known, it might u~ — 
oftener.

Tlie Chinese Tallow Tree. 


Phrenological Journal 


The increasing rarity of tallow of animal or- 


igin has attracted the attention of candle and 
soap manufacturers to a vegetable grease in- 
troduced mto Europe toward 18-18, and the use 
of which ia steadily growing in France and 
England. The tallow tree is of Chinese origin; 
it grows also in the northwest of India, and 
has been introduced into South Carolina, 
where it has been cultivated for ten years. It 
produces a f mit tho core of which is covered 
with a layer of thick tallow, and contains i 
yellowish aromatic ml, used in the same coun- 
try as a heating agent After the plucking, 
wbicU takes place in Jnly in the south, and m 
October in the north, of China, hot water is 
poured on them, and the grease is skimmed off, 
after getting cold, with spoons. The tallow 
moulded into the form of bamboo canes, is di- 
rectly brought into commerce. This tallow 
presents the appearance of a greenish mass, 
crystallized, having a peculiar odor. It melts 
at 44.3 degrees, and becomes solid again st 40.3 
degrees.

Rockport, Ind, was murderously assault- 
ed by three ruffians, on the corner a 
Swearingen <t Shilling's- drug store on 
East Eldorado street, last night, at alxra 
ten o'clock, and robbed of his pocket- 
book, containing $511 in paper money 
Mr. Weikle, who is a young man, of ap 
parently good habits, during the past 
nine months has been a member of one 
of the gangs employed by the Western 
Union Telegraph Company. He received 
925 a month and expenses, and being oi 
an economical turn, he saved his money, 
with a view of engaging in business soon- 
er or later. Ho had laid by a considera- 
ble sum before he commenced working 
'or the company. He was in Decatnr last 
winter after the sleet storm and helped put 
up poles and string wires. Last Sunday 
he left the gang at Villa Ridge, near Cai- 
ro, when he was paid oil'. He was in Ma- 
roa yesterday and came to Decatur on 
he Midland train in the evening. Arriv- 
ng at about 5 o'clock, he at once proceed- 
ed to the Palace Hotel* where he got sup- 
per and remained until about 9 o'clock, 
when he went on foot to the depot to as- 
ertain if he could get the baggage mas- 
er to send a package north by mail, as it 
was then too late to send it by express.

Weikle, who is a slight built young 


man, of about 28 years of age, struggled 
hard to escape from the clutches of his 
assailants, and though the contest was 
brief, he was quickly overcome and rob- 
bed of his money, which was in his 
right hand pantaloons pocket. The rob- 
bers choked him to prevent an outcry, 
and after they had got the booty, they 
suddenly disappeared in the darkness, 
leaving Weikle alone in a prostrate posi- 
tion. It took less than a minute to over- 
come and rob the young man, and no one 
passing at the time, there were no wit- 
nesses of the crime. 


Mr. Weikle got up and in a few min- 


utes notified the depot police of what had 
occurred, and described the robbers as 
best he could. As soon as he got to the 
light, Mr. Weikle discovered that he had 
not only been robbed, but had also been 
murderously assaulted with a knife. Ho 
wore a new suit of blue clothes, and the 
left sleeve had been slashed with a knife 
n four places, one thrust on the forearm 
eaching the flesh and cutting a gash 
learly two inches long. At a point above 
ho heart there is a loug cut in the coat, 
mt the skin is not touched. There are 
also two slight gashes on the face of Mr. 
Weikle, one on the right cheek, and the 
>ther ou the left, near the chin. He also 
las a cut oh the right side of the head, 
where he was first struck. The wounds 
are notot aserious character,none requir- 
ng the attention of a surgeon. 


Mr. Weikle was seen at the Pulnce ho- 


:el this morning by a REPUBLICAN repoit- 
er, and detailed his experience about as 
given above. He said the robbers got all 
,he money he had except about 30 cents 
u change, which had fallen out of bis 
lockets whera waa assaulted, and 
le had put in another pocket. In the 
struggle he observed that one of his three 
assailants wore a cap and another a whit- 
ish hat, bnt he can give no other descrip- 
;ion of the parties, except that they were 
medium sized men and wore dark clothes. 


Mr. Weikle had come to Decatur in- 


tending to remain here for two or three 
weeks, with a view of entering the service 
of the Central Telephone company or be 
coming a book agent. He has acquaint- 
ances at Forsytb, Emery and Maroa. 


That Mr. Weikle had a pocket-book 


well filled with bills, was known to the 
clerk at the Palace Hotel, to whom the 
young man paid a small bill early in the 
evening. He would have left the money 
in the safe at the hotel before starting for 
the depot had Mr. Lanx been in the 
office with the keys to unlock the safe. 


THE POCKET BOOK POUND.

Weikle's pooket book lying in the street 
opposite Swearingen & Shilling's drag 
store. AM the money had been taken 
out, only a few papers of. no value re- 
maining.

TUB POLICE AT WOBK, 


The fact that Mr. Weikle was robbed, 


came to the knowledge of the police ten 
minutes after the assault, and they did al 
they ccnld to spot the guilty parties 
They watched all the outgoing passenger 
and freight trains, but found no suspi 
cious persons. They worked ou the case 
without success until 2 o'clock this morn- 
ing, when they notified Marshal Mason 
of the occurrence. Early this morning the 
police effected the arrest of four snspi 
cious parties hanging about the depot. 
They were searched and held until Mr 
Weikle could see them, in the hope thai 
he might be able to identify one or more 
of them as his assailants. None of the 
parties had any money on their persons, 
and Mr. Weikle failed to identify them. 
Marshal Mason has notified officials in 
neighboring towns to be on the watch for 
suspicions stragglers. 
It was an outrageous assault such aa 


seldom occurs in this city, and it is hopec 
that the efforts made to capture the high 
wayrnen, though the clue u slight, wil 
be successful.
